WHEREAS f  the  City  Attorney  does  not  believe  that  an 
appeal  from  said  judgment  is  advisable  and  so  advises  this 
Commission: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Commission  that 
the  City  Attorney  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to    secure  an  abstract  of  judgment  and  a  full  satis- 
faction of  the  payment  of  said  judgment  from  the  said  Irma 
North  in  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Thirty  Four  ($334.00)  Dol- 
lars principal  and  Fourteen  and  75/100  Dollars  (^14.75) 
costs;  and  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  requested  to 
draw  his  warrant  in  the  total  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Forty 
Eight  and  75/100  Dollars  ($348.75)  in  payment  thereof.

In  the  death  of  Paul  J.  Ost,  who  passed  from  this  life  on 
December  30,  1939,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 
lost  one  of  its  most  valued  and  respected  citizens. 

For  over  thirty  years,  with  zeal,  ability  and  untiring 
energy,  he    served  the  municipality  as  an  electrical  engineer, 
and  one  possessed  of  the    highest  skill  and  attainments.  He 
designed  for  San  Francisco  the  fire  and  police  signal  system, 
made  extensive  and  valued  research  in  tie  field  of  distribution 
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of  electrical  power,  and  rapid  and  safe  passenger  transporta- 
tion.   He  materially  assisted  in  the  better  operation  of  all 
our  public  utilities.    His  course  through  life  was  marked  by 
outstanding  ability  and  fidelity  to  duty. 

Paul  J.  Ost  won  and  retained    the    respect  of  all  who 
knew  him.    as  a  citizen,  husband  and  father,  he  was  kind, 
charitable  and  upright.    In  his  dealings  with  all  mankind  he 
was  an  outstanding  example  of  a  faithful  public  official,  a 
patriotic  ^erican,  a  Christian  gentleman. 

The  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  deeply  re- 
gret the  loss  which  San  Francisco  has  suffered  through  his 
death  and,  together  with  his  family  and  friends,  will  foreve^ 
cherish  and  revere  his  memory.

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  hereinafter  termed  "permittee" ,  be  and  is 
hereby  granted  permission  to  relocate,  construct,  maintain  and 
use  all  that  portion  of  said  22- inch  high  pressure  gas  main, 
hereinafter  termed  "structure"  lying  within  the  lands  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  the  location  shown  in  red 
on  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company's  drawing  No.  L-3050 
entitled  "Mllpitas-San  Francisco  22  H.P.  Gas  Main  Line  Change 
near  Crystal  Springs  Dam"  dated  April  30,  1940,  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof. 

This  permit  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  conditions

2.  The  permittee  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  construct 
and  maintain  said  structures  and  shall  hold  the  City  free  from 
all  obligation,  liability,  or  expense  in  connection  with  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  said  structures  and  the  per- 
mittee shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and  all  damage

as  nearly  normal  as  possible. 

4*    The  permittee  shall  on  receipt  of  notice  so  to  do  and  within 
such  reasonable  time  limit  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  notice,  alter 
said  permittee's  structures  to  such  extent  as  may  be  necessary

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Filmer,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Mc  Laughlin,  the  minutes  of  the  219th  regular  meeting  of  the 
Commission  held  May  6,  1940  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Mc  Callum,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Filmer,  the  following  resolution  signed  by  Commissioners 
Lewis  F.  Bying ton, George  Filmer  and  J.H.Mc  Callum  on  May  10, 
1940  was  ratified, 

—RESOLUTION  NO.  3795— 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  approves  and  hereby  re- 
quests the  City  Attorney  John  J.  OfToole  and  an  assistant 
to  accompany  E.  G,  Cahill,  Onager  of  Utilities  and  proceed 
with  him  to  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  regarding  the  legal  dis- 
tribution of  electric  power  generated  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
System,  and  to  advise  said  Manager  of  Utilities  on  all  legal 
matters  arising  on  the  occasion  of  said  conference  with  any 
official  of  the  United  States  relative  to  the  said  distribu- 
tion. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Attorney  be  and  he 
hereby  is  allowed  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  (<+>l,000.00) 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  himself  and  assistant  in  making  said 
tt*Lpf  said  sum  to  be  accounted  for  in  conformity  with  the 
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provisions  of  section  219  of  the  Charter  and  the  Ordinance 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  enacted  in  pursuance  thereof, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00)  be  drawn  upon  Appropriation  967-604-00. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  McLaughlin, seconded  by  Commissioner 
Pilmer,    the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously: 

—RESOLUTION  NO.  5794— 

RESOLVED,  That  Phil  Flaig,  tenant  on  land  of  the  City  under 
the  control  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  in  Niles 
Canyon,  Alameda  County,  covering  12  acres,  be  and  is  hereby 
permitted  to  transfer  all  his  right,  title  and  interest  in 
and  to  the  said  lease  to  A.L.Bailey,  provided  that  the  said  A. 
L/Bailey  shall  accept  and  be  bound  by  all  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  said  lease,  executed  between  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  dated  April  1,  1932  and  later  assigned  to 
said  Phil  Flaig  under  Resolution  No.  506  of  this  Commission 
on  May  14,  1934. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Filmer,  seconded  by  Commissioner

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Sgm  Carlos,  by  letter  dated  Lferch 
21,  1940,  signed  by  R.  A.  Klassen,  Assistant  City  Engineer  for 
San  Carlos,  requested  permission  to  construct,  maintain  and 
use  a  10-inch  vitrified  clay  pipe  sanitary  sev/er  and  the 
necessary  connections  and  appurtenances  thereto  along  certain 
land  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  under  jurisdiction 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  to  serve  a  subdivision 
adjoining  the  said  land  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  said  Water  De- 
partment has  recorrmended  that  such  permission  be  granted: 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  of  San  Carlos, 
hereinafter  termed  "permittee"  be  and  is  hereby  granted  per- 
mission to  construct,  maintain  and  use  a  10-inch  vitrified  clay 
pipe  sanitary  sewer,  and  the  necessary  appurtenances  and  con- 
nections thereto, hereinafter  termed  "structure"  across  certain 
land  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franci sco, hereinafter  termed 
the  "City"  situate  in  the  County  of  San  Mateo,  State  of  Calif- 
ornia, said  structure  to  be  constructed  along  the  following 
described  line,  to -wit: 

Along  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  distant  5  feet  measured 
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at  right  angles  northeasterly  from  the  southwesterly  boundary 
line  of  that  certain  parcel  of  land  designated  as  Parcel  38, 
San  Whteo  County  Lands-"Ravenswood-Belmont  Right  of  Way  Strip" 
as  said  Parcel  38  is  described  in  deed  from  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  to  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  dated  I\forch 
3,  1930  and  recorded  March  3,  1930  in  Volume  491  of  Official 
Records  at  page  1,  San  Mateo  County  Records,  said  parallel 
line  extending  southeasterly  from  its  intersection  with  center 
line  of  Holly  Street  or  the  northeasterly  extension  thereof ,  as 
said  Holly  Street  was  deed  to  the  County  of  San  Mateo  by  deed 
recorded  July  12,  1930  in  Book  484  of  Official  Records  at 
Page  209,  San  feteo  Coumty  Records,  to  an  intersection  with  the 
northeasterly  extension  of  the  southeasterly  line  of  Terminal 
Way,  as  said  Terminal  Way  is  shown  and  delineated  on  that 
certain  map  entitled  "Harbor  Addition  to  San  Carlos,  Map  No. 
5f\  recorded  July  19,  1927,  in  Volume  16  of  Maps  at  page  14, 
San  Ivkteo  County  Records. 

Subject  to  any  and  all  existing  easements,  permits  and 
leases  affecting  the  above  property. 

This  permit  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions and  shall  not  become  effective  until  receipt  by  this 
Commission  of  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  with  en- 
dorsement thereon  by  said  permittee  signed  by  a  properly 
authorized  officer  thereof,  accepting  this  permission  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  This  grant  of  permission  does  not  constitute  a  deed  or 
grant  of  an  easement  by  the  City,  is  not  transferable  or 
assignable  without  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  is 
revocable  at  any  time  at  the  will  of  the  Commission. 

2.  The  permittee  shall  assume  any  and  ail  responsibility, 
obligation,  liability  or  expense  and  any  loss  that  may  accrue 
to  the  City  due  to  the  granting  of  this  permission  by  the  City 
to  said  permittee  for  the  construction,  maintenance  or  use  of 
said  structure  upon  the  City's  land;  and  shall  hold  the  City 
free  and  harmless  from  liens  of  every  kind  and  nature, 

3.  Neither  the  City,  nor  any  Commission,  Board  of  officer 
thereof  shall  be  held  responsible  or  liable  for  damage  to  said 
permittee's  structure  resulting  from  any  cause  whatsoever. 

4.  The  permittee    shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  construct 
and  maintain  said  structure  and  shall  hold  the  City  free  from 
all  obligation,  liability  or  expense  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction or  maintenanc  e  of  said  structure  and  the  permittee 
shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and  all  damage  to  prop- 
erty or  structures,  or  injury  or  death  to  persons,  due 
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directly  or  indirectly  to  the  construction,  installation,  oper- 
ation, maintenance,  use  or  existence  of  said  permittee's 
structure  within  the  City'sland  and  shall  promptly  pay  any  just 
claims  therefor. 

5.  The  manner  of  construction,  installation,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  the  permittee's  structure  within  the  City's  land  shall 
be  satisfactory  to  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  the  permittee  shall 
maintain  said  structure  in  good  condition  so  that  there  shall 

be  no  leakage  from  same  into  adjacent  ground. 

6.  The  permittee  shall  on  receipt  of  notice  so  to  do,  and 
within  such  reasonable  time  limit  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  notice, 
alter  said  permittee's  structure  to  such  extent  as  may  be 
nedessary  to  avoid  interference  thereof  with  any  pipe,  pipe 
line,  power  line  or  other  structure  now  or  hereafter  con- 
structed by  the  City,  or  with  any  operations  of  the  City,  or 
with  any  use  by  the  City  of  the  land  affected  hereby;  or,  if 

so  agreed  by  the  permittee  and  the  General  fenager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  permittee 
may  pay  to  the  City  the  amount  of  any  expense  to  which  the  City 
may  be  put  as  a  result  of  such  interference. 

7.  In  the  event  that  the  permittee  shall  fail  to  construct 
said  s true ture  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date  hereof; 
or  shall  abandon  the  use  of  said    structure  in  the  City's  land, 
or  shall  not  use  the  same  for  any  continuous  period  of  two 
years,  or  shall  fail  to  observe  and  comply  with  any  of  the  con- 
ditions herein  contained,  all  rights  of  the  permittee  hereunder 
shall  forthwith  cease  and  determine. 

8.  The  permittee  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  City's  land  in 
safe  and  sightly  condition,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  affected 
by  the  permittee's  operations  hereunder. 

0.    Should  the  permittee  fail  or  neglect  to  do  within  reason- 
able time  any  work  required  to  be  done  by  the  permittee  under 
the  conditions  hereof,  this  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to 
do  said  work  at  the    expense  of  said  permittee,  which  expense 
the  permittee  shall  pay  on  demand. 

10 •    The  permittee  shall  construct  the  necessary  connections  to 
said  structure  at  the    intersections  of  the    existing  streets 
and  in  no  event  shall  other  connections  be  made  to  said 
structure  within  the  City's  property  between  the  existing 
streets  without  the   written  consent  of  the  City. 
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On  motion  of  Commissioner  Mc  Galium,  seconded  by  Coirmissioner 
Filmer,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously:

WHEREAS,  SFWD  Contract  No.  232-Laylng  of  6-Inch  and  8-Inch 
Cast  Iron  toins  in  Glen  View  Garden  Subdivision,  contractor, 
E.  J.  Treacy,  should  in  accordance  with  the  time  limit  set 
forth  in  said  contract,  be  completed  on  or  before  February 
11,  1940;  and,

cal treatment  and  loss  of  wages;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Thomas  B.  Johnson,  Claims  Adjuster  of  the  Munici- 
pal Railway  has  entered  into  an  agreement  of  settlement,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  this  Commission  for  all  claims  for 
damages  held  by  the  said  James  0.  Rock  against  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00) 
Dollars  and  the  City  Attorney  has  fully  advised  this  Commission 
of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  said  accident

WHEREAS,  on  the  9th  day  of  January,  1940,  a  verdict 
against  the  uity  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  rendered  by  a 
jury  sitting  before  the  Honorable  Franklin  Griffin,  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court,  in  the  sum  of  $7500.00  and  costs  in  the  sum 
of  $78.00,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  1%  per  annum 
beginning  January  10,  1940;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  ^ity  attorney  does  not  believe  that  an  appea] 
from  said  judgment  is  advisable  and  so  advised  this  Commission; 
and, 

WHEREAS*  said  plaintiff  has  agreed  to  a  reduction  of 
h>500.00  from  the  principal  sum  of  the  judgment. 

NOW,  THEREFORE ,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  C0.nnission  that  the 
City  attorney  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
secure  an  abstract  of  judgment  and  a  full  satisfaction  of  the 
payment  of  said  judgment  from  said  Edward  C.  Dee  in  the  sum  of 
$7,000.00,  principal,  $78.00  costs,  and  $175.00  interest  from 
January  10,  1940  to  May  10,  1940;  and  the  Controller  is  autho- 
rized and  requested  to  draw  his  warrant  in  the  total  sum  of 
^7253.00  in  payment  thereof.

WHEREAS t  this  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  2515  of 
February  28,  1938,  granted  a  revocable  permit  to  the  Mi  11 brae 
Post  No.  417,  The  .American  Legion-Department  of  California,  to 
use  certain  Water  Department  property  in  San  Vhteo  County  for 
the  purpose  of  operating  a  public  playground  and  recreation 
park;  and, 

WHEREAS ,  in  order  to  secure  assistance  from  the  W.  P.  A. 
in  the  development  of  recreational  facilities,  it  is  essential 
that  the  control  of  said  playground  project  be  placed  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Recreation  Committee  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Millbrae  Recreational  Park  Commission  has

Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francl sco, 
who  died  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1940,  the  City  has  lost  a 
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faithful  public  official,  a  kindly,  charitable  man,  and 
thousands  throughout  the  state  mourn  the  passing  of  a  tried 
and  beloved  friend. 

He  was  a  native  of  California,  born  in  San  Francisco, 
proud  of  his  heritage  as  an  .American,  and  with  true  devotion 
to  our  institutions  and  the  welfare  of  our  people  he  bent  every 
effort  toward  the  promotion  of  their  welfare. 

In  the  business  life  of  the  City,  he  for  years,  occupied 
a  prominent  position,  applying    his  marked  ability  and  energy 
in  aiding  every  progressive  movement  for  its  material  and 
spiritual  benefit.    In  fraternal  and  benevolent  work  he  dis- 
played a  broad  Christian  charity  which  reached  and  blessed 
those  of  every  class  and  condition. 

By  appointment  of  the  Mayor,  he  served  on  the  municipal 
Recreation  Commission  and  for  the  last  five  years,  and  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  as  a  member  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.    In  these  positions  he  performed  the    duties  there- 
of with  ability  and  faithfulness •    as  a  husband  and  father, 
he  was  tender,  devoted  and  kind.    In  civil  and  fraternal  life, 
he  spread  brotherly  love  and  charity  along  his  pathway,    as  a 
man,  he  walked  the  way  of  life  with  trust  in  God  and  hamanity.

County  at  page  213,  northwesterly  to  the  139.7  acre  tract 
granted  to  the  San  ilateo  County  by  deed  recorded  I.lay  8,  1876, 
in  Volume  26  of  Deeds  at  page  193,  San  Mateo  County  Records. 

This  permit  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  condi- 
tions and  shall  not  become  effective  until  receipt  by  this 
Commission  of  a  certified  copy  hereof  endorsed  by  said  per- 
mittee accepting  this  permission  subject  to  said  conditions: 

1.  This  grant  of  permission  does  not  constitute  a  deed  or 
grant  of  an  easement  by  the  City,  is  not  transferable  or 
assignable  without  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  is 
revocable  at  any  time  at  the  v/ill  of  the  Commission. 

2.  Neither  the  City  nor  any  Commission,  Board  of  Officer 
thereof  shall  be  held  responsible  or  liable  for  damage  to  said 
road  resulting  from  any  cause  whatsoever. 

3.  The  permittee  shall  at  Its  own  cost  and  expense  construct 
and  maintain  said  road  and  shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for 
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any  and  all  damage  to  property  or  structures,  or    injury  or 
death  to  persons,  due  directly  or  Indirectly  to  the  construction, 
use  or  existence  of  said  road  on  the  City's  property,  and  shall 
promptly  pay    any  just  claim  therefor. 

4.  The  use  of  said  roadway  shall  be  limited  to  said  permittee 
and  shall  be  kept  closed  to  the  public  and  shall  be  used  sole- 
ly by  the  permittee  for  the  purpose  of  passing  over  the  City's 
land  to  the  County  Cemetery. 

5.  The  permittee  shall  provide  suitable  gates  at  the  en- 
trances of  said  roadway  to  the  City's  property  and  shall  pro- 
vide chains  and  locks  to  fasten  said  gates.    The  permittee 
shall  close  and  lock  all  gates  after  passing  through  and  shall 
take  all  means  necessary  to  prevent  trespassing  upon  the  City's 
land.

7.  The  permittee  shall  on  receipt  of  notice  so  to  do,  and 
within  such  reasonable  time  limit  as  may  be  fixed  by  said 
notice,  alter  said  permittee's  road  to  such  extent  as  may  be 
necessary  to  avoid  interference  thereof  with  any  pipe,  pipe 
line,  power  line  or  other  structure  now  or  hereafter  con- 
structed by  the  City,  or  with  any  operations  of  the  City,  or 
with  any  use  by  the  City  of  the  land  affected  hereby;  or,  if  so 
agreed  by  the  permittee  and  the  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  permittee 
may  pay  to  the  City  the  amount  of  any  expense  to  which  the 
City  may  be  put  as  a  result  of  such  interference. 

8.  The  permittee  shall  not  construct  any  subsurface  drainage, 
culverts  or  other  permanent  structures  on  the  lands  herein 
described  in  such  manner  or  location  that  said  subsurface 
drainage,  culverts  or  structures  shall  interfere  with  the  free 
and  unobstructed  use  of  the  lands  hereinabove  described!  by  the 
City. 

9.  The  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  road 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  said  Water  Department.

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of  school  tickets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  unlimited  use  of  school  tickets  on  days  when 
schools  are  not  in  session  is  contrary  to  the  fundamental 
theory  and  purpose  of  this  concession  in  providing  transpor- 
tation at  reduced  rates  to  pupils  and  students  travel iflg  be- 
tween their  homes  and  schools,  and  furthermore,  makes  possible 
-.vide spread  abuses: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  given  it  under  section  130  of  the  Charter  of  the  Cit\ 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
'lereby  adopts  and  directs  that  the  following  rules  shall  here- 
after govern  the  issuance,  distribution  and  collection  of 
reduced  fare  transportation  for  school  children: 

1.  The  rate  of  fare  to    be  charged  by  the  Municipal  Railway 
for  transportation  of  pupils  or  students  regularly  enrolled 
and  in  attendance  at  public  or  private  schools  within  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  between  any  given  point 
frcm  or  to  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  ride  in  traveling 
to  and  from  the  schoolhouses  within  said  city  and  county  in 
which  they  regularly  attend  is  hereby  fixed  at  two  and  one 
half  cents,  including  free  transfers  between  cars  or  between 
cars  and  buses  when  necessary. 

2.  Such  school  tickets  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  or 
students  as  aforesaid  shall  be  sold  in  the  form  of  a  card 
bearing  suitable  lettering,  together  with  spaces  for  the  sig- 
nature of  the  pupil  or  student  to  whom  it  is  issued  and  for 
the  name  of  the  school  at  which  he  is  regularly  in  attendance, 
said  card  to  be  signed  by  the  purchaser  thereon  in  the  presence 
of  the  seller.    Around  the  outer  edge  of  said  card  numbered 
spaces  shall  be  provided  with  consecutive  numbering  from  one 

to  twenty  inclusive.    Such  card,  when  presented  and  properly 
punched  by  conductors  or  bus  operators  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
shall  be  good  for  twenty  continuous  rides  when  presented 
within  the  following  named  hours. 

For  the  use  of  pupils  or  students  regularly  in  attendance 
at  schools  during  the  daytime,  a  card  of  distinctive  coloring 
(gold  with  blue  lettering)  shall  be  Issued  which  shall  be  good 
for  transportation  if  presented  between  the  hours  of  6:30  AM 
to  5:00  PM  on  any  and  every  day  in  which  the  school  attended  by 
the  pupil  or  student  is  regularly  in  session. 

For  the  use  of  pupils  or  students  regularly  in  attendance 
at  schools  during  the  evening,    a  card  of  distinctive  coloring 
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(red  with  black  lettering)  shall  be  issued  which  shall  be  good 
for  transportation  if  presented  between  the  hours  of  6:15  PM 
to  10:30  PM  on  any  and  every  evening  in  which  the  school 
attended  by  the  pupil  or  student  is  regularly  in  session. 

3.  Said  cards,  good  for  twenty  continuous  rides,  shall  be  sold 
for  fifty  cents  each  and  shall  be  non-transferable. 

4.  School  cards  shall  be  sold  at  the  car  houses  of  the  Muni  el 
pal  Railway  and  at  all  public  and  private  schools  willing  to 
undertake  distribution  of  cards  and  accounting  therefor,  to- 
gether with  such  other  places  as  may  be  designated  and  approve 
by  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  provided,  however,  that  any  pupil 
or  student  attending  any  public  or  private  school  desiring  the 
privileges  herein  extended  shall  secure  from  the  principal  or 
teacher  in  charge  of  his  school  a  certificate  showing  that  said 
pupil  or  student  is  in  actual  and  regular  attendance  therein, 
which  certificate  must  be  filed  by  said  pupil  or  student  with 
the  person  or  corporation  issuing  said  card,  except  where 
student  cards  are  sold  to  the  student  or  pupil  by  the  school 

in  which  he  is  regularly  enrolled.    When  cards  are  sold  in 
schools,  certification  may  be  as  hereafter  provided.    In  ac- 
counting for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  said  cards,  certifi- 
cates so  signed  must  be  returned  to  the  Municipal  Railway  in 
a  number  equal  to  the  number  of  cards  sold.

5.  No  more  than  two  cards  shall  be  sold  at  one  time  for  the 
use  of  one  pupil  or  student. 

6.  In    the  event  that  any  person  not  authorized  to  use  said 
card  presents  same  to  a  conductor  or  bus  operator  of  the  Munici 
pal  Railway  it  shall  be  Immediately  confiscated  by  him. 

7.  When  a  school  card  is  presented  for  transportation  under 
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circumstances  contrary  to  these  rules,  or  when  it  appears 
that  the  person  presenting  the  card  is  not  the  person  to  whom 
it  was  issued,  conductor  or  bus  operator  shall  require  payment 
of  the  regular  five  cent  fare  and  shall  make  a  miscellaneous 
report  on  the  subject.    He  shall  inform  the  person  presenting 
said  card  that  he  should  take  the  matter  up  with  the  office 
.;i  the  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  at  2600  Geary  Street. 

~c    Upon  presentation  of  said  card  to  a  conductor  or  bus 
operator  of  the  Municipal  Railway  by  the  person  to    whom  said 
card  is  issued  and  v/hose  signature  appears  thereon,  conductor 
or  bus  operator    shall  carefully   punch  the  card  consecutively 
in  the  unpunched  space     provided  thereon  so  that  the  punching 
of  each  of  the  twenty  spaces  will  indicate  the  use  of  the 
card  for  a  total    of  twenty  rides.    Upon  presentation  of  the 
card  for  the  twentieth  and  last  ride,  the  conductor  or  bus 
operator  shall  collect  the  card.    Cards  so  collected  shall  be 
turned  into  receivers  at  the  car  houses  daily  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  auditing  department  for  check.

WHEREAS,  on  April  22,  I9I4O,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  affirmed  the  judgment  of  this  Court  and  thereafter  remanded 
the  case  to  it;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  Supreme  Court  announced  its  interpretation 
of  the  Raker  Act  as  prohibiting  any  transfer  of  the  right  to  sell 
Hetch  Hetchy  energy  and  as  requiring  the  distribution  of  such  energy 
by  the  City  directly  to  consumers;  and

payable  out  of  revenue,  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  a 
municipal  power  distributing  system. 

3.  The  City,  through  its  Board  of  Supervisors,  its  Mayor 
and  its  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  the  Manager  of  Utilities, 
will  actively  and  in  good  faith  support  such  charter  amendment, 
and  will  make  every  effort,  through  all  available  means,  to  inform 
the  electors  fully  of  the  merits,  advantages,  and  feasibility  of 
the  plan,  to  explain  the  necessity  for  its  approval  by  the  voters, 
and  to  enlist  in  support  thereof  all  representative  civic  groups 
and  organizations  and  the  public  press  of  San  Francisco  in  further- 
ance of  this  undertaking.     In  furtherance  of  this  undertaking  the 
City  officials  will  secure  and  use  time  on  the  radio  and  space  in 
the  local  newspapers  to  the  maximum  extent  possible  to  present  the 
facts  and  arguments  in  support  of  the  bond  proposal.     The  City  will 
also  prepare  a  nd  distribute  to  all  voters  of  San  Francisco  a  sample 
ballot  similar  to  the  one  to  be  used  at  sai'd  election,  and  with  said

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in  support  of  said  charter  amendment  which  will  fully  explain  the 
facts  relative  thereto  and  the  reasons  for  the  adoption  thereof, 
together  with  a  financial  prospectus  which  will  set  forth  the  amount 
which  can  be  realized  by  the  municipal  distribution  of  power,  such 
pamphlet  or  leaflet  to  be  in  a  form  and  substance  approved  by  the

4.  The  City,  through  its  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  any  mem-

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company,  hereinafter  termed  "permittee",  be  and  is 
hereby  granted  permission  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  an 
underground  cable  and/or  conduit  line,  hereinafter  termed 
"cable"  over  and  across  lands  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  hereinafter  termed  "City",  situated  in  San  Mateo 
County,  State  of  California,  said  cable  to  be  located  parallel 
to  and  generally  five  feet  northerly  of  the  center  line  of  the 
city's  power  supply  duct  line,  from  the  westerly  property  line 
of  the  San  Francisco  Airport  to  the  city's  hand  hole  marked 
R-2  located  74  feet  easterly  of  the  easterly  line  of  the  right 
of  way  of  Bayshore  Highway  and  85  feet  southerly  of  center  line 
of  the  main  entrance  road  to  San  Francisco  Airport;  thence 
through  duct  line  of  the  City  to  hand  hold  Marked  R-l,  westerly 
of  the  Administration  Building. 

This  permit  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  conditions 

1.  This  permit  shall  not  become  effective  until  receipt  by 
this  Commission  of  a  certified  copy  hereof  with  endorsement 
thereon  by  said 'permittee  signed  by  a  properly  authorized 
officer  thereof,  accepting  this  permit  subject  to  all  condi- 
tions herein  contained. 

2.  This  grant  of  permission  does  not  constitute- a  deed  or 
grant  of  an  easement  by  the  City,  is  not  transferable  or 
assignable  without  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  is 
revocable  at  any  time  at  the  will  of  this  Commission. 

3.  The  cable  shall  be  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  six  inches 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  a  continuous  line  of 
redwood  plank  not  less  than  2  inches  by  6  inches  in  cross- 
section  shall  be  placed  above  the  cafcle  to  protect  it. 
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4.  The  permittee  shall  upon  notice  so  to  do  and  within  such 
reasonable  time  limit  as  may  be  fixed  in  said  notice,  alter 
said  cable  to  such  extent  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid 
Interference  thereof  with  any  improvement  now  or  hereafter 
constructed  by  the  City,  or  with  any  operations  of  the  City, 
or  with  any  use,  including  agricultural  use,  by  the  City  of 
the  lands  affected  hereby;  or  if  so  agreed  between  said 
permittee  and  this  Commission,  the  permittee  may  pay  to  the 
City  the  amount  of  any  expense  to  which  the  City  may  be  put 
as  a  result  of  such  interference, 

5.  The  permittee  shall  at  all  times  keep  theClty's  lands  in 
sale  and  sightly  condition,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  affected 
by  the  permittee's  operations  thereunder. 

6.  Neither  the  City  nor  any  commission,  board  or  officer 
thereof  shall  be  held  responsible  or  liable  for  damage  to 
said  cable  resulting  from  any  cause  whatsoever. 

7.  The  permittee  shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and 
all  damage  to  property  or  structures,  or  injury  or  death  to 
persons,  due  directly  or    indirectly  to  the  construction, 
operation,  use  or  existence  of  said  cable  within  the  city's 
lands,  and  shall  promptly  pay  any  just  claim  therefor. 

8.  If  the  permittee  shall  fall  to  construct  said  calile  within 
six  months  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  or  shall  abandon 
the  use  thereof,  or  shall  not  use  the  same  for  any  period  of 
two  consecutive  years,  or  shall  fall,  neglect  or  refuse  to 
observe  and  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  herein  contained, 
or  if  this  permission  shall  be  revoked,  then  all  right  of  the 
permittee  hereunder  shall  forthwith  cease  and  terminate. 

9.  Should  the  p  ermittee  fail  or  neglect  to  do  within  a 
reasonable  time  any  work  required  to  be  done  by  it  under  the 
conditions  thereof,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  have 
the  power  to  do  said  work  at  the    expense  of  said  permittee 
which  expense  the  permittee  shall  pay  on  demand.

WHEREAS ,  The  afenlo  Park  Sanitary  District,  by  letter 
dated  October  7,  1940,  signed  by  James  S.  James,  District 
Engineer,  has  requested  permission  to  construct,  maintain  and 
use  a  10-lnch  vitrified  clay  pipe  sanitary  sewer  across  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Bay  Crossing  Pipe  lines  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  under  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  and  the  General    Manager  and  Chief  "ingineer 
of  said  Water  Department  has  recommended  that  such  permission 
be  granted* 

THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  -enlo  Park  Sanitary 
District,  hereinafter  termed  "permittee"  be  and  is  hereby 
granted  permission  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  said  10-inch 
vitrified  clay  pipe  sanitary  sewer  hereinafter  termed 
"structure" ,  across  said  pipe  line  right  of  way  of  the  City 
and  County" of  San  Francisco  hereinafter  termed  the  "City" 
situate  in  the  County  of  San  Mateo,  State  of  California, 
said  structure  to  be  constructed  along  the  following  described 
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line,  to-wit: 


Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  northerly  boundary  line  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  Bay  Crossing  Pipe  Line  right  of  way,  distant 
35  feet  measured  at  right  angles  southeasterly  from  the 
northwesterly  boundary  line  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Park  on 
Bay  Road  near  Redwood  City,  said  point  being  also  distant  40 
feet  measured  at  right  angles  northerly  from  the  center  line 
of  said  right  of  way  at  approximately  Station  ftBd"  4802*20; 
running  thence  from  said  point  of  commencement" along  a  line 
parallel  to  and  distant  35  feet  measured  at  right  'angles 
southeasterly  from  a  southwesterly  extension  of  said  north- 
westerly boundary  line  of  San  Vkteo  County  Park  S.  36°20TW. 
diagonally  across  said  pipe  line  right  of  way  105  feet  more  or 
less  to  the  southerly  boundary  line  thereof,  all  as  shown  on 
the  map  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

This  permit  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions and  shall  not  become  effective  until  receipt  by  this 
Commission  of  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  with  endoroe 
ment  thereon  by  said  permittee  signed  by  a  properly  authorized 
officer  thereof,  accepting  this  permission  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  This  grant  of  permission  does  not  constitute  a  deed  or 
grant  of  an  easement  by  the  City,  is  not  transferable  or 
assignable  without  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  is 
revocable  at  any  time  at  the  will  of  the  Commission. 

2.  The  permittee  shall  assume  any  and  all  responsibility, 
obligation,  liability  or  expense  and  any  loss  that  may  accrue 
to  the  City  due  to  the  grant  of  this  permission  by  the  City 
to  said  permittee  for  the  construction,  maintenance  or  use  of 
said  structure  upon  the  City's  land;  and  shall  hold  the  City 
free  and  harmless  from  liens  of  every  kind  and  nature. 

3.  Neither  the  City,  nor  any  Commission,  Board  or  officer 
thereof  shall  be  held  responsible  or  liable  for  damage  to 
said  permittee's  structure  resulting  from  any  cause  whatso- 
ever. 

4.  The  permittee  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  construct 
and  maintain  said  structure  and  shall  hold  the  City  free  from 
all  obligation,  liability,  or  expense  in  connection  with  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  said  structure  and  the  per- 
mittee shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and  all  damage 
to  property  or  structures,  or  injury  or  death  to  persons,  due 
directly  or  indirectly  to  the  construction,  installation, 
operation,  maintenance,  use  or  existence  of  said  permittee's 


structure  within  the  CityTs  land  and  shall  promptly  pay  any 
just  claims  therefor. 

5.  Wherever  any  excavation  opened  by  the  permittee  within 
the  right  of  way  exposes  aiy  portion  of  the  City's  pipe  line 
or  lines,  such  excavation  shall  not  he  refilled  until  the 
exposed  portions  of  such  pipe  lines  have  been  inspected  by 

a  representative  of  the  City,  and  if  such  inspector  shall 
find  the  pipe  or  the  pipe  line  coating  damaged  by  the  per- 
mittee's operations,  the  pipe  line  and  coating  shall  be  re- 
paired by  the  permittee  at  its  own  expense  and  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  City. 

6.  Before  commencing  work  on  the  construction  of  said 
structure  in  the  location  covered  by  this  permit  the  permittee 
shall  secure  the  best  available  information  as  to  the  location 
of  the  pipes  and  structures  of  the  City  and  shall  take  all 
oroper  precautions  to  prevent  injury  or  damage  to  the  same, 

7.  In  the  event  of  any  Injury  or  damage  or  threatened  in- 
jury or  damage  to  the  pipe  lines  or  other  structures  of  the 
City  resulting  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  construction, 
Installation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  permittee's 
structure,  the  City  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  expedient,  -to  repair  the  resultant  Injury  or 
damage,  to  protect  the  City's  pipe  or  structures  against 
threatened  injury  or  damage,  and  the  permittee  shall  reim- 
burse the  said  City  for  all  expense  so  incurred. 

8.  The  manner  of  construction,  installation,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  the  permittee's  structure  within  the  City's  land 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  General  I.&nager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  the  per- 
mittee shall  maintain  said  structure  in  good  condition  so 
that  there  shall  be  no  leakage  from  same  into  adjacent  ground. 

9.  The  permittee  shall  on  receipt  of  notice  so  to  do  and 
within  such  reasonable  time  limit  as  may  be  fixed  by  said 
notice,  alter  at  its  own  exoense  said  permittee's  structure 
to  such  extent  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  interference 
thereof  with  any  pipe,  pipe  line,  power  line  or  other 
structure  now  or  hereafter  constructed  by  the  City,  or  with 
any  operations  of  the  City,  or  with  any  use  by  the  City  of 
the  land  affected  hereby;  or,  if  so  agreed  by  the  permittee 
and  the  General  Manager  and    Chief  Engineer  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  the  permittee  may  pay  to  the  City 
the  amount  of  any  expense  to  which  the  City  may  be  put  as  a 
result  of  such  -interference. 

10.  In  the  event  that  the  permittee  shall  fall  to  construct 
said  structure  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date

tenance  or  alteration  of  said  building  and  the  necessary 
appurtenances  thereto.
